Delaware’s seasonally adjusted unemployment rate in April 2023 was 4.3%, down from 4.4% in March 2023. There were 
21,500 unemployed Delawareans in April 2023, which was unchanged from April 2022. The US unemployment rate was 
3.4% in April 2023, down from 3.5% in March 2023. In April 2022, the US unemployment rate was 3.6%, while Delaware’s 
rate was 4.3%. 
  
In April 2023, seasonally adjusted nonfarm employment was 482,400, down from 482,800 in March 2023. Since April 
2022, Delaware’s total nonfarm jobs have increased by a net gain of 9,200, a rise of 2%. Nationally, jobs during that 
period increased 2.6%.
